C OLWINSTON is an archetypal 
rural village which has developed 
slowly over time (about 1,000 
years) around a purely agricultural base 
of farms and associated trades, with a 
church, vicarage, chapels, a school, a pub 
and workers’ cottages. 

In the last 150 years, the agricultural core has 
reduced, the associated trades have vanished, and 
small developments of new houses have been 
added. 

Nevertheless, it remains essentially a traditional 
rural settlement surrounded by working farms and 
productive farmland, centred now on the church, 
the school, the village hall and the pub. 

Children walk or ride their bikes and scooters to 
school, horse riders can ride safely through the 
narrow lanes, farmers drive livestock from field to 
field, while agricultural machinery navigates the 
narrow roads through the village and the lanes 
surrounding it. Most of the village is a 
conservation area. 

Villagers have always welcomed small scale 
development, which brings new energy to the 
community. However, the proposal to impose an 
urban housing estate upon this small village is 
completely out of scale with its nature and 
requirements. 

It is a repeat of the 19th century cultural

local rural bus services? 

Small French airports 
such as Bezier and 
Carcassonne, where my 
husband and I fly three 
or four times a year, 
have made themselves 
profitable by attracting 
low cost airlines. 

This then has a huge 
effect on the local 
hinterland and promotes 
small businesses locally, 
hotels and tourism. 
Indeed, there is a 
marked effect on 
property prices around 
these airports, known as 
the Ryanair effect. 

I fly abroad at least 
10 times a year and I 
never use Cardiff 
Airport for obvious 
reasons. 

Indeed, the only 
flight which was of any 
use to me (Cardiff to 
Glasgow) has now been 
withdrawn. 

Please can we see 
someone with a 
commercial aviation 
background appointed 
to the roles of chairman 
and managing director 
of Cardiff Airport? 

Perhaps it’s not too 
late to save the airport 
from disaster and 
provide a welcome 
boost to local small 
industry and to tourism.

Without a low cost 
carrier providing regular 
flights at a reasonable 
price, flying to places 
that people actually 
want to travel to, I am 
afraid the airport will 
continue to 
haemorrhage money 
that could otherwise be 
spent more effectively 
on local needs. 

For example, the cost 
of providing the T9 bus 
service which plies back 
and forth to the city 
every 20 minutes for up 
to 20 hours a day with 
seldom a single 
customer aboard, is 
beyond belief. 

Why can’t we see 
some innovative 
thinking and take a look 
at other models, such as 
that employed by 
Auckland Airport where 
a low cost minibus 
service provides a link 
with the city. 

Why do we continue 
to subsidise this hugely 
expensive service when 
we can’t afford to run 


vandalism driven by the profit motive which we 
rightly condemn in the Welsh valleys. 

Then there were no planning officers to protect 
the beauty of the valleys, praised by Wordsworth 
amongst others. 

Now the local planning officer supports the 
development, despite having the power (and the 
duty) to protect the countryside and historic 

villages of the Vale from large scale, 
inappropriate development, driven by profit - rather 
than need. 

Section 7(1) of the Planning (Listed Buildings 
and Conservation Areas) Act 1990 requires 
planning authorities to pay special attention to the 
desirability of preserving or enhancing the 
character and appearance of a conservation area. 

Planning Policy Wales (s.72.1) supports this. 
Once the damage has been done it cannot be put 
right. Once a development of this size and 
difference in character from the surrounding village 
is in place, the entire nature of this historic 
landscape and settlement will be irretrievably 
destroyed, as well as the quality of life of its 
inhabitants. 

It is likely that the Welsh Government will, in 
the near future, increase the protection of valued 
settlements and landscapes, but this will come too 
late to save this fragile village. 

How can this sort of inappropriate large scale 
vandalism be allowed by the very authorities who 
should be preventing it? 

The future will pass judgement, but by then it 
will be too late and the lessons of history once 
again ignored by those who should know better. 

Despite all the fine words, we have been 
disenfranchised, without redress against the 
financial power of large commercial organisations 
and the wilful abuse of power and process by those 
who should know better.

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Town centre 
crossings 
welcomed 


Brewery with a quirky, fun 
reputation is put on market 


PLANS for two 
pedestrian crossings 
in the centre of 
Barry - agreed by 
the Vale council - 
have been 
welcomed by Plaid 
councillor Ian 
Johnson. 

They will be put in 
place at the foot of 
Buttrills Road, linking 
Broad Street with Holton 
Road, and further up 
Holton Road, re¬ 
instating the old crossing 
between Thompson 
Street and Regent Street. 

The crossings will be 
funded by section 106 
contributions from 
housing developers 
building town centre 
flats, costing £24,000 for 
the Thompson Street 
crossing, and £93,000 
for the crossing on 
Buttrills Road. 

Coun Johnson said: “I 
am very pleased that my 
previous calls for 
improving pedestrian 
access to these areas 
have been listened to, 
and this will mean better 
safety for people 
crossing at these places. 

“The increase in 
numbers living in the 
town centre, due to the 
new flats at the 
magistrates court and at 
Golau Caredig, will 
hopefully mean more 
people using Holton 


Road for their shopping. 

“The age profile of 
residents at Elis Fisher 
Court and Golau Caredig 
mean that they need a 
safe crossing area at the 
bottom of Buttrills Road 
to connect them with the 
town centre to link the 
two areas. 

“At the moment, the 
junction looks a bit of an 
eyesore, with supposedly 
temporary road barriers 
across the bottom of 
Buttrills Road and is 
confusing for pedestrians 
who don’t always know 
where traffic is coming 
from, or its speed. 

“The re-instatement of 
the crossing between 
Thompson Street and 
Regent Street also makes 
commonsense. This is 
the first junction 
westwards of King 
Square so a large 
number of people come 
up from Thompson 
Street and look to cross 
Holton Road. 

“To be honest, this 
should not have been 
removed when other 
improvements were 
made to Holton Road 
some time ago, but I am 
pleased that those past 
mistakes are being 
corrected,” Coun 
Johnson added.

Stranded by lack 
of bus service 


1 READ with 
interest the 
GEM article 
requesting the 
reinstatement of the 
Fonmon Road bus 
route. 

I didn’t feel the article 
reflected the issues in 
the loss of this bus route. 
The lack of public 
transport in Rhoose is a 
real problem. The trains 
only run once an hour 
from Fonmon Road and 
according to google 
maps, it is 1.2 miles and 
a 26-minute walk, one 
way. 

The bus that the 
couple walk to catch 
only runs once an hour. 
The walk to the bus is 
not so bad but when 
walking home it is a 
slow long walk back and 
it is all up hill, it is only 
a slight hill, but you can 
really feel it and I would 
imagine it could be a 
real struggle if you are a 
pensioner, especially 
with shopping. 

I rely on my car and 
without it I could not 
manage and would have 
to move from Rhoose. 
The lack of the bus 
service is causing a 
number of pensioners to 


become isolated. The 
nearest shop to buy a 
pint of milk or buy a 
newspaper is 0.8 of a 
mile walk from this part 
of Rhoose. 

The bus stop has a 
poster for Greenlinks 
bus service. People 
don’t want to have to 
book in advance to go 
out. If you wake up and 
you feel in good health, 
or there is something 
you want to do, it is 
good to know there is a 
local and reliable service 
available. 

I am sure the local 
politicians will say they 
can understand the 
difficulties faced by 
local residents but, 
unfortunately, due to 
lack of funding they are 
unable to help. 

There is a large part 
of the village that has 
been cut off since this 
bus route has been 
stopped. 

I hope somebody can 
help this couple and 
many others that have 
found themselves 
stranded due to no fault 
of their own, since this 
route has stopped.

‘Don’t blame ambulance staff for delays — 


WE NEED MORE HOSPITAL BEDS 9 


A concerned mum 
from Ystradowen 
has told The GEM 
of her despair when 
an ambulance took 
hours to pick up her 
seriously ill son, 
who then had to 
wait in the vehicle 
for a lengthy time 
while a hospital bed 
was found. 

Wendy McGhan 
explained that the drama 
took place in the early 
hours of the morning of 
Sunday, December 28. 

“My 16-year-old son 
has a serious condition 
and at around 3.45am I 
got in touch with Prime 
Care and NHS Direct. 

“Prime Care said it 
would get back with 
advice from doctors. 
NHS Direct advised me 
to call an ambulance 
which I did. 

“In total I rang the 
ambulance service three 
times and was told help 
was on its way, but they 
didn’t know how long it 
would be. It took until 
8am for the ambulance 
to arrive.” 

Wendy’s son had 
already been diagnosed 
with the debilitating HSP 


virus during one of his 
two stays at the Princess 
of Wales Hospital, 
Bridgend, during 

November. 

She says the events of 
that early morning on 
December 28 have left 
their mark on her. 

“My son passed out 
twice. When the 
ambulance came to the 
house, he collapsed 
outside and they had to 
bring him a wheelchair.” 

She had explained to 
the ambulancemen that 
her son had been 
diagnosed with a serious 
virus and was 
disappointed that he had 
to make his own way 
down the stairs. 
Following his collapse 
outside, the ambulance 
men realised how serious 
his condition was and 
stabilised him in the 
ambulance. 

He was taken to the 
Princess of Wales 
Hospital where Wendy, 
her son and the 
ambulancemen were 
faced with a frantic 
scene. 

“When we arrived at 
the hospital it was like a 
cattle market - but the 
staff were doing what 
they could. 


“In the corridor, my 
son was put on a 
machine - he was 
deteriorating and had no 
colour in his lips.” 

She said: “We had to 
go back out to the 
ambulance and sit for 
three and a half hours 
while a bed became 
available.” 

She was constantly in 
fear because her son’s 
blood pressure was 
falling alarmingly. “At 
one stage, it was 75 over 
37.” 

Wendy pleaded with 
staff to let her son in 
because he was 
deteriorating and she felt 
he was a priority. 

“I spoke to a woman 
on reception, explained 
that we’d been on the 
ambulance for three 
hours and told her what 
his blood pressure was. 

“I said he shouldn’t be 
in an ambulance, he 
needed to be attended 
to.” 

He was given a bed in 
A & E and stayed there 
until 4.20am the next 
morning. 

“I have to take my 
hats off to the doctors 
and nurses running 
around in cramped 
facilities. They need to

One thing that 
infuriated Wendy was 
that when her son was 
being dealt with in A & 
E, two of the people who 
were taking up the time 
of staff were there 
because they had drunk 
too much. 

‘BOTTLENECKS’ 

She said she wanted 
the public to realise that 
ambulance delays were 
not the fault of the 
service; the problem was 
they were being forced 
to keep patients on board 
until beds became 
available. She thinks if 
there were more beds, it 
would reduce 

bottlenecks in the 
system. 

“When we originally 
arrived, there were three 
ambulances ahead of us 
with people waiting in 
them. 

“It is not the fault of 
the ambulancemen if 
they can’t get back out to 
attend to other patients if 
they are waiting in a 
queue outside a 
hospital.” 

A Welsh Ambulance 
Service spokesman 
emphasised the service 
was operating in tough 
times and response times 
remained challenging. 

“The Welsh 

Ambulance Service must 
ensure that we prioritise 
a swift response to all 
life-threatening calls 
across Wales, while our 
partners at the health 
boards are making every 
effort to ensure that 
patients are taken off 
ambulances as quickly as 


possible to allow the 
crews to be released to 
answer the other 
emergency calls. 

“Recently, the 

ambulance service and 
the NHS in Wales had an 
exceptionally busy 
festive period, the effects 
of which are still being 
felt. 

“Demand was 

unprecedented, and it 
meant we were unable to 
respond to some calls in 
the time we would have 
liked. 

“We are working with 
our health board 
colleagues on a daily 
basis to minimise delays 
and ensure the smooth 
flow of patients through 
the departments.” 

The spokesman said 
the public should think 
carefully before calling 
an ambulance. Less 
serious injuries like cuts, 
bites, muscle and joint 
injuries can be dealt with 
at minor injury units - 
enabling ambulances and 
A & E to get on with 
serious threats to health. 

“People who dial 999 
for something which 
transpires to be a minor 
illness, like a cough, cold 
or toothache, or minor 
injury, such as a broken 
toe, mean our call 
handlers and crews are 
pulled away from others 
whose situation is 
potentially ‘life or 
death’ - like someone in 
cardiac arrest, having a 
stroke or involved in a 
serious road accident. 
Lots of people who call 
999 may simply need to 
see a pharmacist or GP. 

“For advice and 
treatment of most 
illnesses, there is NHS

ABMU Chief 

Executive, Paul Roberts, 
commented: “I want to 
give a very big thank you 
to the public for their co¬ 
operation over the last 
few days. 

“This current 

sustained period of 
exceptional pressure on 
our services (late 
December, early 

January) is far more than 
we normally experience 
during the winter. 

“We are pulling out all 
the stops to treat patients 
as quickly as we can, and 
the support of the public 


in this is crucial. 

“I would continue to 
appeal to them to avoid 
our emergency 

departments unless they 
are seriously ill or 
injured. 

“I must also thank our 
staff for their working 
incredibly hard during 
this highly pressurised 
time.” 

The board emphasised 
it is working closely with 
social care and 
community services to 
ensure patients who are 
well enough to be 
discharged can go home 
without any unnecessary 
delays. It is also 
managing the flow of 
patients through 

hospitals to free up beds.

Danter plans will 
transform Island 


LAST week, I took 
Communities Secretary 
Eric Pickles MP to visit 
Barry Island Pleasure 
Park, as prospective new 
owner Henry Danter 
unveiled his plans for the 
site. 

Co-owners Ian Rogers and 
representatives from Hilco were 
also present, along with community 
group representatives Paul Haley of 
Pride in Barry and Dennis Harkus 
of Focus Barry. 

I have long campaigned to 
secure the regeneration of Barry 
Island, and it was fantastic to see 
all parties meet together so that we 
can move forward with the plans. 

It is a site that has so much 
potential, and could make Barry 
Island the undisputed premier 
seaside resort in south Wales. 

Mr Danter is extremely keen to 
transform the resort, and he has big 
plans for it. He wants to invest £2 
million over the next year and up to 
£20 million over the next five 
years, with 10 new rides open by 
April. 

He also wants to build an 
undercover facility, which is 
particularly pleasing since it is vital 
that the attraction can be used all 
year round. His enthusiasm cannot 
be doubted, particularly since he 
told me that he wants to be open 
every day, apart from Christmas. 

Mr Danter’s plans will bring 
many new jobs to the area, as well 
as attracting more people to the 
resort. This will make it a real asset 
aiot just to Barry but to the Vale as

a whole, turning it into a renowned 
attraction. 

The next step is to make sure 
that the proposals get planning 
permission, with a meeting 
scheduled for February. Mr Danter 
and Hilco have been working with 
lawyers to make sure that all 
conditions are satisfied - if 
permission is granted, the attraction 
will be open by Easter. 

Eric Pickles was fully behind the 
plans too, and was absolutely right 
when he told me that they show a 
confidence in Barry and that they 
are a great statement for the local 
economy. 

The entire community seems to 
be behind the plans, and it is 
important that we move forward as 
quickly as we can and set the ball 
rolling. 

It is vital that we seize this 
opportunity and do not let it pass 
us by. We must do all we can to 
make it happen. y 


Colleagues 
‘saddened’ by 
death of local 
paediatrician 

FRIENDS and colleagues at the 
University Hospital of Wales are 
mourning the loss of a leading children’s 
consultant, Dr Damian Pryor, who lived in 
the Vale.

“We are greatly saddened by this tragic event and 
send our deepest condolences to his family and 
friends.”

Regional AM calls for 
a hospital bed review 


A Conservative 
regional AM, Suzy 
Davies, has called 
on health chiefs to 
review the number 
of beds needed to 
meet a rising 
demand from frail 
and elderly 
patients. 

It came in the wake 
of news that hospitals 
throughout the 
Abertawe Bro 
Morgannwg area have 
been under immense 
pressure as they 
struggle to cope with 
the number of patients 
needing treatment. 

She said: “This is 
Groundhog Day. We 
have been here before. 
The ABMu Health 
Board has blamed the 
problem on an increase 
in the number of frail, 
elderly patients being 
admitted for emergency 
care and who need 
longer hospital stays 
than younger patients. 

“They said that 
almost half their beds - 
45 per cent - are 
occupied by patients 
aged 75 and over. 

“But health boards 
have been ditching 
hospital beds in favour 
of more care at home 
for years. 

“In principle, that’s a 
good idea - but when it 
goes wrong, it’s A&E 
for our elderly and then 
bed blocking while 
discharge packages are 


negotiated with cash- 
strapped social 
services.” 

Mrs Davies said that 
while there was no 
Government formula 
about how many beds 
were needed per 
thousand patients in 
Wales, it was high time 
that somebody sat down 
to do the sums. 

She went on: “The 
Welsh Government has 
closed a fifth of all 
hospital beds in Wales 
over the past decade. 

“This trend has to be 
reversed and extra beds 
opened up. 

“It is totally wrong 
that last week, for 
several hours on one 
day, we had ambulances 
parked up with patients 
on board because of a 
logjam in A&E. 

“And that log jam 
was caused by the fact 
there were no beds 
available to put people 
into. 


“People are dying 
because our ambulances 
are not getting to them 
in time; and to be fair to 
ambulance bosses, how 
can they respond to 
emergency calls when 
so many vehicles are 
sitting outside 
hospitals? 

“This problem has 
been going on for years 
and nobody is tackling 
the root cause which is 
insufficient beds. 

“We need to work 
out a ratio within 
ABMu of the beds that 
we need in our area and 
then people can lobby 
Welsh Government to 
find the extra money for 
them. 

“Their decision to cut 
£800m over three years 
from the health budget 
has had disastrous 
consequences. ”

Tales of the 
Mari Lwyd 


TOMORROW 
(Friday, January 
16) the Cowbridge 
Mari Lwyd group 
will be making 
their annual 
pilgrimage around 
the town, visiting 
various hostelries. 

They will commence 
at the Duke at about 
8.30pm, calling at the 
Vale of Glamorgan pub 
and Edmondes Arms. 

A mare’s skull, 
decorated with bells 
and ribbons, has been 
led from house to house 
in the depths of winter 
by gangs of revellers, in 
a tradition dating back 
many centuries. 

The Celtic people’s 
reverence for the horse 
is well known, and the 
mare’s visit to farming 
fa mi lies was said to 
bring fertility to the 
land in the year to 
come. 

A white sheet 
attached to the skull is 
draped over the head 
and shoulders of the 
man who carries it, and 
a mechanism is usually 
rigged up allowing the 
jaw to be opened and 
closed to frighten the 
women and children! 

The ‘Fari’ in 
Cowbridge, which 
nowadays visits pubs in 
the town early in 
January, has coloured 
plastic eye sockets in 
front of flashing light 
bulbs to give an eerie 
effect! 

Traditionally, Mari 
was led by a man 
wearing a top hat or 
bowler, called the 
Sergeant, and they were 
joined by a gang of 
men and sometimes 
boys. 

Mari knocked on the 
door of the farmhouse, 
and the men would 
sing: “Wei, dyma ni’n 
dwad, gyfeillion 


MP SAYS ( SHOP 
AROUND FOR 
FUEL PRICES’ 


THE VALE 
Conservative MP 
Alun Cairns said 
this week that Vale 
residents are paying 
over the odds for 
petrol and heating 
oil and that he had 
raised the matter 
with the Chancellor, 
who has called on 
fuel companies to 
pass on the 
reduction in oil 
prices to consumers. 

“Petrol prices in the 
Vale can be two or three 
pence higher than those 
in Cardiff and Swansea. 

“The price differences 
for heating oil between 
some suppliers can be 
stark, as much as £50-60 
on 1,000 litres,” the MP 
said. 

He is recommending 
that consumers “shop 
around and switch to a 
cheaper supplier to save 
money”. 

“Heating oil prices by 


some suppliers to the 
Vale have not reduced 
since mid-December. 
This is despite the fact 
that the price of oil has 
fallen dramatically. 

“The price per litre in 
December for heating oil 
was 44 pence, a level 
that remained the same 
earlier this week,” he 
added. 


diniwad, i ofyn ‘sgawn 
gannad i ganu” (“Well, 
here we come, innocent 
friend, to ask 
permission to sing”). 

Inside the house, the 
family, and sometimes 
the local bard who’d 
been bribed with beer 
to help out, would reply 
in verse. 

A sung dialogue 
would then ensue in 
which the Fari would 
demand access and the 
family refuse, until no- 
one could invent any 
more verses. 

At this point, they 
would open the door 
and the group be plied 
with food and drink. 

Legend has it that 
on one occasion, both 
groups had such prolific 
poets that the bardic 
duel continued 
thoroughout the night, 
and Mari didn’t gain 
entry until dawn! 

The custom existed 
in Cowbridge until the 
1930s, with the verses 
by then sung in 
English. 

Mr Bill Lewis, who 
arranged the modern 
Mari’s antics in the 
town each year, told 
how he and other 
youngsters followed the 
revellers across the 
fields from farm to 
farm. 

He remembered one 
of the verses he sang, 
which corresponds to 
one of the traditional 
Welsh verses: “Through 
bushes and briars, O’er 
mountains and mires, 
We wish you a happy 
new year.” 

In Pencoed, the Fari 
was still visiting farms 
in the area in the 1960s 
and the village of 
Llangynwyd is known 
to have a long tradition 
of Mari Lwyd visits. 

In Monmouthshire in 
the 19th century, the 
custom was encouraged 
by Lady Llanover, and 
a hologram-style 
depiction of the Fari 
Lwyd remains above 
the door of the old post 
office in the village of 
Llanover.

Excellent performances 
shine in Miller’s slow- 
burning Foxcatcher... 


T hose who 

had pegged 
Channing 
Tatum as being a 
lunk-headed action 
star would have 
been surprised 
when he displayed 
his aptitude for 
comedy in both 21 
Jump Street and 
last year’s sequel. 

Having shown a 
funny bone beneath his 
muscles, Tatum 
attempts to show he is 
capable of deeper, more 
dramatic roles in 
Bennett Miller’s 
Foxcatcher. 

Tatum plays Olympic 
wrestler Mark Schultz 
in this true-life tale. 
Along with his brother 
David (Mark Ruffalo), 
he joins up with ‘Team 
Foxcatcher’, led by 
eccentric multi¬ 
millionaire John du 
Pont (played by Steve 
Carell) for the build-up 
to the 1988 Olympics; 
but this union soon 
turns sour and 
relationships deteriorate 
with terrible 
consequences... 

Director Bennett 
Miller has shown a flair 


for bringing true-life 
stories to the big screen, 
having told the story of 
Truman Capote’s 
relationship with killer 
Perry Smith in Capote, 
and how Billy Beane 
upset the baseball 
applecart in Moneyball, 
a sports film that was 
more focused on the 
mathematics of sport 
than actual on field 
activity. 

Foxcatcher lands 
somewhere between 
these two, the film 
having the backdrop of 
a sports biopic, a tale of 
battling to achieve 
greatness and the toll it 
takes on individuals, 
with a study of 
relationships and how 
those relationships 
develop and crumble 
through both internal 
and external events. 

Miller is a director 
who appears capable of 
drawing exemplary 
performances from his 
cast (having achieved

talents are to the fore in 
Foxcatcher, the film a 
slow-burning, 
atmospheric piece 
whose lack of urgency 
does occasionally lead 
the story to wane, but 
showcases some truly 
incredible 
performances. 

Miller’s direction is 
measured and 
mannered, cold and 
clinical; you feel he has 
invested in these 
characters less on an 
emotional level and 
more on an 

observational level, his 
camera lingering on 
close-ups of the actors 
who, more often than 
not, are framed in 
conversation one-on- 
one. 

He is unhurried and 
focuses on the 
characters moving the 
story along, the camera 
lapping up the 
relationship of John and 
Mark, admiration 
becoming something 
more and more 
dysfunctional, and being 
muddied even further 
when David unwittingly 
becomes part of John’s 
psychological game. 

The characters of 
John and Mark are the 
key pieces in Miller’s 
story, with the parallels 
of their lives making 
them uncomfortable 
brothers in arms (Mark 
had no friends growing 
up, Johns best friend 
was paid by his 
mother), the 
circumstances of their 
lives the real difference 
with each longing for 
what they think the 
other has. 

But as the 

relationship develops, 
lines are crossed, 
wittingly or unwittingly, 
and the film becomes a 
study in the slow 
breakdown of it, Miller 
recording events as they 
unfold with a detached 
eye. 

It’s a home for some 
incredible 

performances, with both 


Steve Carell and 
Channing Tatum 
playing against type and 
delivering incredible 
turns. Carell, in 
particular, gives the 
character of Du Pont an 
air of eerie creepiness, a 
feeling that all isn’t 
right; while the script 
gives you the bare 
bones of his backstory, 
Carell fills in the blanks 
with a scary stillness. 

Tatum may be on 
slightly more familiar 
turf as a physical 
specimen, but he gives 
the character of Mark 
tremendous depth, 
essaying his highs and 
lows with incredible 
guts. Both characters 
are slowly unwinding 
into the depths of 
something darker, but 
while Carell finds the 
unsettling behaviour of 
Du Pont, Tatum’s is the 
more ‘showy’ role as 
Du Pont’s mind games 
unravel. 

Mark Ruffalo plays 
the third wheel of the 
acting triumvirate, but 
his performance is no 
less noteworthy, if not 
granted any 
grandstanding moment. 
David is the character 
least affected or 
troubled, so Ruffalo’s 
quiet turn of conviction, 
finding himself caught 
between the troubles of 
Mark and John, is 
impressive if less stand¬ 
out than the other turns. 

The languid and 
atmospheric pace of the 
film does annoy at 
times, as the film would 
perhaps benefit from a 
tighter, less self- 
indulgent edit. Miller 
takes a long time to tell 
the story, but any issues 
as regards pacing can be 
overlooked thanks to a 
trio of excellent 
performances and an 
intriguing story that 
makes Foxcatcher a 
superb film. 

VERDICT: It’s three 
for three for Bennett 
Miller, as Foxcatcher 
maintains the director’s 
hot streak, the true-life 
story brought vividly to 
the screen. Its pacing 
may feel slow, but it 
does allow Miller to 
bring out wonderful, 
against-type 
performances from 
Steve Carell and 
Channing Tatum, and a 
solid turn from the 
always-dependable 
Mark Ruffalo, which 
make it a tremendous 
piece of work. 

Highly

Into The Woods is hard work, 
but it’s really worth the effort 


T HE Disney version of Stephen 

Sondheim’s musical fairy tale Into 
The Woods, arrives in this country 
after doing good box office in America, 
and with a mix of three and four-star 
reviews (and one mean-spirited one from 
Mark Kermode!) writes Philip Irwin. 

It’s also Meryl Streep’s second musical, but this 
one is as far away from Mama Mia as you can get. 
Whereas the Abba-inspired mega hit was a 
lightweight story, liberally sprinkled with well- 
known songs that the audience could wallow in, 
Sondheim’s tale demands pretty intense 
concentration. 

The story is not told simply by the dialogue 
between songs. Almost every song moves the story 
on, and comments on the dilemmas and tough 
choices that the characters face. 

Even though the cast do a great job of putting 
those songs across, it is still 125 minutes of 
complex story telling. 

The show takes several well-known fairy tales: 
Cinderella, Jack and the Beanstalk, Rapunzel and 
Little Red Riding Hood and weaves them together 
with the story of a baker and his wife, and their 
attempt to lift a witch’s curse. 

As with all good fairy tales, everything ends 
happily ever after - until you check your watch and 
discover there is another 40 minutes to go. 

For the rest of the film, the cast has to deal with 
the consequences of their actions in part one - and 
the audience learn that there is no happy ever after 
There is a fair bit of light relief, because the 
show is full of sharp one liners that echo Woody 
Allen at his best, and when the two handsome 
princes, Chris Pine and Billy Magnusson, sing

I can’t think of a weak performance. Emily 
Blunt as the baker’s wife is sharp, sympathetic, and 
constantly nonplussed by the strange goings on, but 
finds a place in the audience’s collectve heart. 

Anna Kendrick is excellent as a conflicted 
Cinderella, flattered by the Prince’s attentions but 
all the time knowing that it is not really her thing. 

Meryl Streep had a stronger voice than I 
expected, and is a really fine witch, while Lilia 
Crawford and Daniel Huttlestone are delightful as 
Red Riding Hood and Jack. 

As the wolf, Johnny Depp was...Johnny Depp, 
with perhaps a bit too much Captain Jack Sparrow, 
while James Corden was almost perfect as the 
baker. I felt sorry for James because the baker has 
a show-stopping number - ‘No More’ - towards 
the end of the show which has been cut to keep the 
running time to 125 mi nutes! 

Rob Marshall’s direction delivers a film that is 
beautiful but dark in tone, using the forest to create 
a claustrophobic atmosphere that is lifted only 
when the camera soars upward, into the sky to 
show the full sweep of this magic kingdom. 

It was filmed in Shepperton Studios, and also in 
ancient forests near Windsor Castle, so there is a 
strong British element. As well as James Corden 
and Emily Blunt, well-known British thespians pop 
up in a lot of the minor roles. 

The success of Les Miserables on film indicates 
that there is an audience out there for demanding 
shows such as Into The Woods. 

The fact that it has done good business in the 
USA suggests that it could be the case here. It’s a 
show that has so much to say about the human 
condition that it would be good to see it succeed in 
the UK too. 

Just don’t go there expecting an easy ride!

A NEW Barry Island Pleasure 
Park could be up and running by 
Easter - if Vale planners respond 
to calls by landowners and 
developers. 

Local MP Alun Caims said he had 
brought fairground operator, Henry 
Danter and representatives of site owners, 
Hillco, together on Barry Island last 
Thursday to meet cabinet member Eric 
Pickles MP. 

The site meeting was also attended by 
Paul Haley of Pride in Barry and Dennis 
Harkus of Focus Barry. 

During the meeting, Mr Danter, who 
currently runs fairgrounds at Symonds Yat 
near Ross on Wye and Stourport, 


Worcestershire, said that he would invest 
£2million over the next year, and 
£20million over the next five years. He 
said it was essential the first phase would 
be up and running by Easter, which is 
early April. 

Mr Danter explained: “I want to clear 
the site and bring 10 new rides by Easter. 
This is a challenge, but with support from 
the planners, I know we can do it. I will 
also bring a new Log Flume to Barry 
Island, but that will take a little longer.” 

Mr Caims said: “Henry Danter’s 
enthusiasm was infectious. The visit 
from Eric Pickles and others has helped 
to create a renewed momentum which 
needs to be maintained by the Vale 
Council. 


‘The council has responded positively 
so far. I was very pleased that Dennis 
Harkus from Focus Barry was present, as 
well as Paul Haley from Pride in Barry. 

It is essential that the community are kept 
involved with these plans.” 

Mr Cairns told The GEM that the 
project is able to come together by 
converting the Dolphin into retail space 
on the ground floor, with apartments 
above, and by using the funding to release 
the funfair site. 

Mr Danter added: “The essential factor 
in this is to get agreement at the Febmary 
meeting. Without it, we will lose Easter 
and the opportunity to attract thousands 
of visitors.”

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‘A TALENTED PLAYER

Obituary: Paul Morgan, Pencoed 


FORMER Wales 
Rugby League 
international, an 
active rugby player 
of both codes and 
local cricket player, 
Paul Morgan, has 
sadly died aged 40, 
following a short 
illness, writes IAN 
GOLDEN. 

Paul, from Pencoed, 
leaves a wife Heidi, two 
sons, Tyler and Harry, 
and daughter Maddison. 

He won two full 
Welsh Rugby League 
caps and was heritage 
player number 432. 

After playing for 
Pencoed at youth levels, 
he made his break into 
first class rugby union in 
1995 when studying at 
Brunei University in 
London, turning out for 
London Welsh. 

On moving back to 
Wales in 1999, he signed 
for Whitland RFC, 
before joining his first 
Welsh Premiership club 
in Aberavon in 2000, 
when he made a two-try 
debut against Walsall at 
the Talbot Athletic 
Ground on August 20. 

He played regularly 
until his last game 
against Neath at the 
Gnoll on September 16, 
2004, that being his 91st 
appearance. He scored 
30 tries and had a brief 
spell at Llanharan in 
2002. 

In 2003, he tried his 
hand at Rugby League 
due to the Wizards’ link 
with new Welsh 
Conference side 
Aberavon Fighting Irish 
and in 2004 won his first 
Wales Dragonhearts (the 
A side in Wales Rugby 
League) cap. 

He joined rivals 
Bridgend Blue Bulls 
RLFC in 2005 and 
scored a hat-trick of tries 
in their Harry Jepson 
Trophy Final at the end 
of the season. This, and 
his performances 
throughout the year, 
earned him selection for 
the full Wales side, 
winning two caps - the 


first against Ireland in 
Dublin and the second 
against France in the 
2005 Rugby League 
European Cup Final in 
Carcassonne. 

He was then snapped 
up for the first ever 
Celtic Crusaders squad 
in 2006. He made 30 
appearances on the wing 
scoring 16 tries, but 
departed before the 2007 
campaign. 

However, his 
affiliation with Rugby 
League didn’t end there. 
He returned to Bridgend 
Blue Bulls and won 
more Dragonhearts caps 
up until 2009, while in 
2013 he helped to 
organise the main shirt 
sponsorship of South 
Wales Scorpions RLFC. 

Before his Crusaders 
spell, he played eight 
games with Maesteg at 
the start of their 2005-06 
season and following his 
year in professional 
Rugby League, he spent 
a year at Bridgend 
Ravens then went back 
to his local club 
Pencoed, playing union 
in the winter and league 
in the summer for a 
further three years. 

In 2009, he moved 
into coaching and spent 
two years each with 
Neath Athletic and 
Aberavon Quins. 

He was also a keen 
cricketer and played for 
a number of years at 
Pencoed Cricket Club, 
recently as captain. 

Paul was loved by all 
in the Welsh sporting 
community. He is the 
first Celtic Crusaders’ 
first team player from 
the club’s six-year 
history to lose his life. 

A selection of 
the hundreds 
of tributes 
already given 
to Paul... 

“I AM extremely 
saddened by the tragic 
news about Paul's 
death. He was an 
excellent servant of 
Aberavon RFC and a 
key player during a 


highly successful 
period in the club’s 
history. His time in 
Rugby League saw him 
win two full caps for 
his country and help 
the Celtic Crusaders 
achieve an 

unprecedented rise to 
Super League status. 

“He could talk a glass 
eye to sleep and was the 
ultimate optimist;

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Beth Margetson will leave a 
gaping hole 9 in so many lives

LAST week, The 
GEM had the sad 
task of reporting the 
death of Beth 
Margetson of 
Porthcawl - who 
lost her fight 
against cancer. 

Beth’s remarkable 
story has been 
chronicled in this 
newspaper by 

Caroline Sarll, who 
has written the 
following tribute to 
her’’inspiring, 
uplifting” friend. 

HIS is an 
article I 
never wanted 
to write - and one 
which all of us who 
knew big-hearted, 
beautiful, 
benevolent, brave 
and, yes, battle- 
worn Beth 
Margetson, never 
wanted to read. 

Sadly, after two and 
half years of fighting - 
to conquer her 
metastatic breast cancer 
and to achieve equity 
for all patients in 
Wales - this loving 
mother, wife and 
daughter, this feisty 
former midwife, 
qualified nurse, health 
visitor and lecturer, this 
chapel deacon, patriot 
(and Welsh speaker), 
this tireless campaigner 
and accomplished 
orator, finally passed 
away on January 6. 

Beth has left a gaping 
hole. 

Not only in the lives 
of all who met her, but 
first and foremost, in 
the lives of her 
immediate family: 
husband Chris, 16-year- 
old daughter, Ffion and 
her 87-year-old father, 
Peter, for whom Beth 
cared even in the 
difficult and draining 
last few weeks. 

She lived her life 
with such passion, 
energy and compassion, 


MEMBERS of 
Llantwit Major WI 
met twice in 
December, once at 
the monthly 
meeting (which was 
an enjoyable 
Christmas party) 
and secondly at the 
Link carol service 
in St Illtyds 
Church. 

The January meeting 
was a chance to catch up 
with news of Christmas 
activities. During the 
business meeting 
members voted for the 
resolution they wished to 
go forward to the NFWI 
AGM. 

The speaker for the 
evening was Pam Lewis, 


that it is hard to believe 
that Beth is no longer 
with us. Our heartfelt 
sympathies go out to 
Beth’s devoted family 
and to all who knew 
and loved her. 

It is nothing less than 
fitting that Beth’s 
lasting legacy is a 
daughter who has 
inherited her mother’s 
fighting spirit. As Ffion 
said in an extraordinary 
live interview on BBC 
Radio Wales, the day 
after Beth’s death, “My 
mother may be dead. 

But she will never, ever 
be gone”. 

Ffion, who fought 
every step of the way 
with her beloved 
mother, has pledged to 
keep up the fight for 
justice. And I have 
every reason to believe 
that she will do just 
that, such was the 
inspiration she drew 
from her truly 
exceptional mother, 
who was deemed 
exactly the opposite by 
her local Health Board: 
not “exceptional 
enough” to receive a 
life-extending drug, 
Afinitor. 

In the wake of David 
Cameron’s Offa’s Dyke 
speech last week (“the 
line between life and 
death”), pre-election 
posturing at its best, it 
is nevertheless clear that 
Beth was a trailblazer, 
highlighting our small 
nation’s unjust 
deficiencies, including 
our lack of a Cancer 
Drugs Fund, in a 
personal and 
impassioned way and 
pre-empting the furore 
that is sure to unfold 
over the coming 
months. The mark of a 
true visionary. 

How many of us can 
say we have made a 
difference in our lives? 
Beth Margetson did. 
From the day her 
mother tied her in her 
pram to Llwynypia 
hospital railings, in a 
fight against its closure, 
Beth’s life was mapped 


ably assisted by Cled 
Pam is noted for her 
photography and we 
were treated to views of 
Venice. The 
photographs of masks 
and costumes she 
showed us were 
amazing. After her talk 
her members were able 
to examine masks and 
photographs she had 
brought with her. 

The winner of the 
competition for 
something about Venice 
was Eileen Tomkinson 
and the winner of bloom 
of the month, president 
Jean Swift. 

The next meeting will 
be on February 5. 
Visitors and new 
members will find a 
friendly welcome 


out for her as a mould 
breaker. 

Even though Beth 
died last week, the 
almost daily texts I 
received from her up 
until Christmas Day, 
demonstrated that she 
never “gave in” to the 
cancer. It simply 
overtook her - but she 
never, ever gave up 
fighting, never 
displayed an ounce of 
self-pity and, crucially, 
never gave up hope. 
Beth had so much that 
she wanted to live for - 
“I want to see Ffion go 
to university, to see her 
get married and have 
babies”- and in her 
trademark, tongue-in- 
cheek style “even get 
divorced!”. 

Beth, with nothing to 
lose and everything to 
gain, spoke out, loudly, 
clearly, articulately, 
fearlessly - and, most 
importantly, from the 
heart. 

Inspired, the people 
of Porthcawl and 
beyond took up her 
cause: Bridgend 
College, where she 
taught Health and 
Social Care, her local 
church, Tabemacl in 
Fenton Place, Balkwill’s 
the Chemist, the Hi- 
Tide (and countless 
pubs: forgive me for not 
mentioning you all), 
local businesses such as 
the Tattoo Parlour (Beth 
delivered one of the 
owner’s children) and 
many, many more, 
individuals and 
institutions alike. 

The last 16 months, 
from the day Beth 
turned up on my 
doorstep in September 
2013, to tell me she had 
been refused the drug 
and to ask me to help, 
have been a 

rollercoaster ride, full of 
downs (the regular 
updates from Beth that 
her tumour markers had 
risen, or that the many 
rounds of chemo - she 
endured six - had made 
her terribly ill), but 
there were also so many 
“ups”. 

There was the jaw- 
droppingly frank and 
raw interview on BBC 
Radio Wales with Jason 
Mohammad in 
September 2013, the 
march on the Senedd 
(“We made sure we 
marched two abreast!”), 
the fundraising concert 
in the Hi-Tide, 
compered by Roy Noble 
and Owen Money and 
the many other 
fundraising events in 
and around Porthcawl, 
which Beth attended 
and spoke at, no matter 
how unwell she was 
feeling. 

She impressed 
everyone she met, such 
was her charisma and 
her passion to stay 
alive. During the Radio 
Wales tribute last week, 
Jason Mohammad 


asked me if I was 
surprised that Beth had, 
so quickly, become such 
a public figure. 

My answer? Not in 
the least. Blessed with 
the gift of rhetoric, her 
light shone even 
brighter with an 
audience in front of her. 
She had even joked in 
the car on the way 
home from her first 
BBC interview “That 
Jason had better watch 
out. I liked that 
microphone. I’ll be after 
his job now, just wait 
and see!” 

Beth had also talked 
about becoming a 
politician and it is our 
loss that this natural 
wordsmith, who could 
turn a statistic into a 
dream soundbite, with 
her pithy and intelligent 
observations and 
disarming (but oh, so 
welcome) honesty, will 
never fulfil that hope. 
But it is the loss of Beth 
the person, Beth the 
devoted mother, wife, 
daughter, friend and 
colleague we will all 
mourn the most. 

Her bravery and 
drive, combined with 
her endless kindness, 
garnered her widespread 
support - and vital 
funds. I can still hear 
the laughter rippling 
through the room in the 
Hi-Tide, as she talked 
of Dylan the dog almost 
getting hold of her 
“£100 a pop” tablets, 
the Afinitor, which the 
fundraising eventually 
allowed her to access. I 
can hear Ffion singing 
‘I Dreamed A Dream’, 
her beautiful voice 
soaring through the air, 
with Beth watching rapt 
and proud, full of love 
and buoyed by the 
thought of a time “when 
men were kind” and 
“hopes were high”. 

I can see Miss Tina’s 
girls, elegantly dancing 
to ‘Slipping Through 
My Fingers’, the 
poignant lyrics about a 
mother letting her 
daughter go, taking on 
an added resonance 
amidst Beth’s plight. 

I can hear, too, as the 
ongoing soundtrack to 
this week’s grief, so 
palpable throughout the 
community, Beth 
raising all our spirits in 
her controversial trip to 
Hanover last June, 
where, ignoring the 
naysayers, she accessed 
adjuvant hyperthermia 
treatment, not available 
at all in the UK (except 
in some trials). 

“I told the clinic staff 
I had made them some 
cacen!” she quipped 
one day. “I thought I 
was saying “cakes”, but 
it turns out they thought 
I was giving them poo!” 
That was Beth the 
Constant Carer, always 
the altruist, giving, not 
taking, even in her 
greatest hour of need.

Beth even cooked a 
Sunday dinner and 
cakes for my mother 
when I was away on 
holiday last summer, 
despite my protestations 
that it wasn’t necessary. 
“Hush, now, Car. I’m 
going. I want to do it”. 
You didn’t argue with 
our Beth. 

In Hanover, I was 
one of her many friends 
who flew out to support 
her and Ffion (Bev, 
Angela, Kay, Philippa, 
Linda) and was both 
humbled and uplifted by 
the experience. 

Humbled to see a still 
young woman (Beth 
turned 50 the day before 
she left) enduring the 
excruciating ordeal of 
being heated to over 40 
degrees Celsius. 

Covered in foil, the 
sweat was dripping onto 
the bed. 

Uplifted to witness 
her ongoing courage 
and defiance. “I’m 
visualising the cancer 
cells popping. I’m 
imagining I’m on a 
beach, soaking up the 
sun .I’m thinking 
Crete. All I need now is 
a sprig of thyme, and 
I’m like a Bernard 
Matthews turkey!”. 

Oh, Beth. How we 
are all going to miss 
your delicious, 
inimitable sense of 
humour. Oh, Beth. How 
we are all going to miss 
you. 

Each and every one 
of us will have our own 
unique, personal 
memories to take with 
us into the future, to 
keep this remarkable 
woman alive in our 
hearts and souls: “It was 
like she was always 
wrapping her arms 
round you”, “She 
always went the extra 
mile”. 

Although I knew of 
Beth as a child (she and 
her parents often 
cooked for and visited 
my elderly neighbours), 


I have only really got to 
know her in these last 
intense 16 months - and 
feel privileged to have 
had that opportunity. 

Along with her 
bravery, I will 
remember that brilliant 
sense of humour, her 
unconditional kindness, 
the very special time in 
Germany (“Tell the taxi 
driver I want to buy 
SOSSpans, Car!”) , the 
private audience with 
Carwyn Jones, the trips 
to the BBC (Beth gave 
an update last 
September on Radio 
Wales) and our very last 
outing together to 
Cowbridge, just weeks 
before she died, for a 
complimentary 
makeover in Fich and 
Ramous hairdressers. 

Even then, just the 
day after receiving a 
blood transfusion, Beth 
donned one of her many 
stylish outfits, sported 
her famous “fabulous 
fuchsia” lipstick and 
arrived bearing 
chocolates, not only for 
the hairdressing staff, 
but also for the staff of 
this newspaper, to 
whom she was so 
grateful for their 
ongoing support. 

Beth never took 
anyone for granted. She 
was always, always 
grateful and repaid 
kindnesses by the 
bucketload. The last 
text I received from her 
on Christmas Day, in 
which she said she 
would try and sit at the 
table and eat something 
with the family, 
encompassed that 
hallmark gratitude: “I 
am so blessed to have 
such good family and 
friends”. 

We, likewise, are so 
fortunate to have known 
you, Beth. You touched 
us deeply, and also 
touched - and 
galvanised - the whole 
nation. You taught us all 
that it’s okay not to take

“no” for an answer. 

That it is worth 
fighting every step of 
the way to stay alive. 
That our family and 
friends are our most 
valued and treasured 
“life support”. That 
giving reaps rewards. 
Given six months to 
live in the autumn of 
2012, you far outlived 
that prognosis. You 
proved that it cannot be 
best practice to assess 
life expectancy, 
treatment accessibility 
and indeed, life itself, 
on the basis of tables, 
graphs and charts. 

There’s that old 
saying, “The candle that 
burns twice as bright 
burns half as long” and 
Beth, how well you 
epitomised that. I can 
hear you, again, in 
Germany, as you lay 
exhausted on the bed, 
still smiling and saying 
“I’m so tired, I could 
sleep on a chicken’s 
lip!”. 

Now you can rest, 
Beth, free of pain and 
suffering. But your 
lasting legacy - in 
Ffion, Chris, Peter and 


your fierce fight against 
unfairness - will, like 
your light, shine on. 

You ended your 
voicemail message on 
your mobile phone with 
an almost afterthought- 
style “It’s Beth”, as 
though the caller 
wouldn’t know who you 
were. 

As if, Mrs 

Margetson. There was 
no one quite like you. 
You were, indeed, 
exceptional. 

Our thoughts and 
sympathy are with your 
family. Rest in peace 
now, Beth. Nos da.x 

Beth Margetson’s 
funeral is on Monday, 
January 19. A service at 
Tabernacl Chapel, 
Fenton Place, 
Porthcawl, at 12.30pm 
will be followed by 
interment in Porthcawl 
Cemetery at 2pm.

Famous riders from the 
Vale — George Bowden 


THERE may still 
be a few surviving 
ex-Cardiff dockers 
who remember 
George Bowden, 
who ran a tea and 
coffee stall in 
Cardiff's 

Docklands back in 
the 1960s. 

George was a former 
jockey and back in 
1985,1 reported in the 
now sadly, long-defunct 
The Sporting Life that 
Barry-bom George, one 
of the select band of 


jockeys who could 
claim to have ridden in 
the Epsom Derby and 
the Aintree Grand 
National, had died at the 
East Glamorgan 
Hospital, Tonteg, near 
Pontypridd. His death 
would probably have 
gone unnoticed, but for 
that Sporting Life 
obituary I had filed. 

The son of John 
Bowden, of Rectory 
Farm, Merthyr Dyfan, 
Barry, Bowden was 
apprenticed to Yorkshire 
trainer Mr Golightly, 
but when he became

too heavy for the flat 
at the end of his 
apprenticeship, he 
moved to Col. Morgan- 
Lindsay’s yard at Ystrad 
Mynach. 

George was said to 
have later lived at 
Holmes View, Port 
Road, Barry. 

His biggest success 
was when he won the 
1928 Welsh Grand 
National at Cardiff's Ely 
Racecourse on Sir 
David Llewellyn’s Miss 
Balscadden, which had 
won the race two years 
earlier in 1926, when 
ridden by the Vale's 
David Thomas. 

Twenty-year-old 
George, who was a rare 
judge of racing pace, 
took command of the 
race a long way from 
home and won by a 
distance. 

This was George's 
first win over fences, as 
up until then he had 
only ridden a winner on 
the flat and a winner 
over hurdles. 

His first win on the 
flat was at Salisbury on 
a horse called Dropitin, 
in July of 1925. 

The late Mrs Posy 
Lewis, of Llantwit 
Major, who was the first 
woman to be granted a 
licence to train under 
National Hunt rules, 
told me: “George was a 
handsome and likeable 


fellow and rode winners 
for my father, Ralph 
Morel, and later 
myself.” 

The late Jack Thomas 
of St Athan recalled: “I 
knew George well. We 
both schooled horses 
together in our younger 
days and I recall him 
riding a filly in the 
Derby, which is a rare 
thing indeed. It was 
called Stampede and 
was owned by Dr 
Sixsmith of Cowbridge, 
and he used to ride it on 
his rounds. 

“Anyway, it trailed in 
last.” 

George is the only 
jockey to have ridden in 
the Welsh Grand 
National before and 
after the Second World 
War. He rode in the 
race a total of six times 
and was third on Quite 
Calm behind Wise Don 
and Vinicole in 1931. 

One wonders whether 
George had any 
connection with the 
Bath races ringer 
scandal that shook the 
racing world back in 
1953. 

Gomer Charles, a 
Cardiff bookmaker was 
sent to prison for his 
part in it and in his 
book Ringers & 

Rascals, David 
Ashworth revealed that 
Lord Eliot, director of a 
London commision 
agency, telephoned the 
police to report a visit 
by Charles and George 


Bowden, a former 
jockey and trainer. 

Allegedly they had 
suggested Eliot present 
himself to the Chief 
Constable of Bath as a 
representative of the 
Jockey Club and 
discourage further 
action in the Francasal 
affair. 

In 1966, Gomer 
Charles was shot dead 
by burglars on the 
doorstep of his Park 
Place, Cardiff home. 

Incidentally, I 
remember seeing two 
policemen outside the 
house in question, as I 
was walking home after 
finishing my night shift 
on the Western Mail. 

Although he won the 
Welsh Grand National 
on Miss Balscadden, he 
once said that the best 
horse he ever rode was 
Breconian, which had 
given him his first win 
over the sticks. 

It was on Sir David 
Llewellyn’s Breconian 
that George won The 
Lawrenny Steeplechase 
over three miles at 
Tenby races in 1929.
